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PLEASE  NOTE: 


Students  may  not  transfer  from  a summer  evening  course  to  a summer  day  course 
during  the  session. 

Students  may  not  enrol  in  more  than  one  summer  evening  course  in  any  one 
summer. 

Evening  session  students  may  enrol  for  one  other  course  during  the  summer  day 
session  but  under  no  circumstances  may  he  take  more  than  two  courses  during 
the  summer  period. 

For  the  convenience  of  students  wishing  to  purchase  text-books,  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  the  University  Bookstore  to  be  open  from  6:30  to  9:00  p.m. 
on  the  first  two  evenings  of  lectures,  May  11  and  Iky  16.  The  Wallace  Room 
in  the  University  Library  will  also  remain  open  on  Monday  and  Wednesday 
evenings  from  5:00  to  8:00  p.m.  during  the  Summer  Evening  Session. 

SUMMER  ACTIVITIES  PROGRAMME 


From  the  beginning  of  the  Summer  Day  Session  ©n  July  4,  1966,  a variety 
of  extra-curricular  activities  and  services  will  be  offered.  These  include 
a summer  university  community  information  centre,  programmes  of  music,  drama, 
films,  discussion  interviews,  special  lectures,  dances,  splash  parties,  tours, 
the  Summer  Students'  Handbook  and  the  Weekly  Bulletin.  The  programme  is 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Dorothy  Deane  and  the  Information  Centre  is 
located  in  the  Map  Room  of  Hart  House. 

Students  attending  the  Summer  Evening  Session  may  participate  in  all  of 
the  extra-curricular  activities  offered  during  the  summer  period.  A Summer 
Students'  Handbook  will  be  mailed  to  each  student  registered  in  the  Summer 
Session  and  the  Weekly  News  Bulletin,  which  outlines  the  events  for  the 
following  week  will  be  available  in  each  building  where  evening  lectures  are 
held. 


The  Athletic  Wing  of  Hart  House  will  be  open  from  July  4 to  August  19  and 
the  Benson  Building  for  women's  athletics  will  be  open  from  July  4 to  August  5. 
Six  social  evenings  are  held  in  Hart  House  on  Wednesday  nights  beginning  July 
6.  The  A.T.L.  card  is  required  for  admission  to  these  activities. 

Students  registered  in  the  Summer  Evening  Session  who  also  enrol  for 
classes  in  the  Summer  Day  Session  need  to  pay  only  an  additional  $3.00  for  the 
Summer  Activities  when  registering  for  the  Summer  Day  Session.  The  Chief 
Accountant  will  accept  this  amount  if  the  student  indicates  on  his  Summer  Day 
Session  fees  form  the  date  and  receipt  number  of  the  original  $2.00  payment 
and  refers  to  his  Summer  Evening  Session  registration. 


Students  who  plan  on  attending  the  Summer  Evening  Session  should  complete  the 
attached  form  and  return  it  to  the  Division  of  University  Extension.

Note:  The  distinction  between  Regular  and  Special  Students  is  as  follows: 

Pegular  Students 

Regular  Students  are  these  who  are  proceeding  to  a Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  in  the  General  Course  (Extension).  They  must  possess  the  general 
admission  requirements  unless  they  are  admissible  as  Mature  Students. 

Special  Students 

Special  Students  are  those  who  are  not  proceeding  to  a Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  in  the  General  Course  (Extension).  They  may  receive  credit  elsewhere, 
or  may  wish  to  study  merely  for  interest.  They  must  possess  the  same  ad- 
mission requirements  as  Regular  Students  or  provide  written  evidence  that 
they  are  enrolled  in  another  Ontario  University.  If  seeking  credit  at  a 
University  outside  Ontario,  they  must  provide  evidence  that  they  have  com- 
pleted at  least  one  year  of  their  course.  Special  Students  must  apply  for 
admission  to  each  session  in  which  they  intend  to  enrol.
